C. N. Haskell, in confer­ 
ence with the state capitol commis­ 
sioners, announcing the definite sele­ 
ction after nearly three months’ in­ 
vestigation and consultation with the 
leading business men of the state. 
The capitol commission, which will 
have charge of the building of the 
state house, appointed Tuesday, con­ 
sists of the following men: Tate Brt- 
dy of Tulsa, Judge J. B. A. 'Robertson 
of Chandler and Dr. L^o Bennett of 
Muskogee. 
While the above action was expect­ 
ed some time this week, it came rath­ 
er sudden, not, however, until after 
all m atters had been thoroughly gone 
over. (Many of the business men were 
f** A nding that the capitol be located 
immediately, and this is probably one 
reason for the immediate action of 
Governor Haskell. 
Business of all kinds, and especial­ 
ly real estate, has been practically 
suspended during the last two months 
while there was considerable specula­ 
tion as to where the capitol would be 
located, there was nothing definite 
until a week ago. 
Statewide interest has been shown 
in the appointm ent of the commis­ 
sion and the selection of the perman­ 
ent 9tate home for the last six months 
the interest growing more intense 
during the last eight weeks.

Speaking 
today in the vice president’s own 
county, he warmly endorsed State Sen 
ator FYederick (Davenport. 


Mr. Sherman was out of town yes­ 
terday and did not see Colonel Roose­ 
v elt 
i t was late in the afternoon when 
Colonel Roosevelt reached 
Summit 
Park, a summer resort overlooking 
the (Mohawk river. Ten thousand per­ 
sons who attended the Grange picnic 
there were waiting for him and raised 
a cheer as the former president ap­ 
peared. 
Col Roosevelt spied Senator Daven­ 
port a t one and he greeted him warm­ 
ly. AAs soon as he began his speech 
he turned to the senator and said: 
* 
** I am glad to see you on the plat­ 
form, Senator (Davenport. The only 
kind of politics I care for is the kind 
of politics in which decency is com­ 
bined with efficiency. I hold that the 
only way in which a politician can 
really serve his party is by helping 
that party efficiently to serve the peo­ 
ple. Because the senator and the men 
who have acted with him have stood 
for the principle I am glad to be on 
the platform with him.” 
Col Roosevelt’s move in endorsing 
Senator Davenport is regarded as his 
first step in the fight. On leaving New 
York this morning he said there woul 
be no compromise so far as he was 
concerned. 'He has let it be known 
that he was reluctant to take part in 
the struggle hut now hat he is in it, 
he will fight hard. 
'In his prepared 
speech 
Colonel 
Roosevelt dealt with the problems of 
life in the country and how to solve 
them. 
The Colonel kept the crowds in 
good spirits with his epigrams, some 
of which were not down In hit speech 
Col. Roosevelt will start for Chey­ 
enne, Wyoming tonight.

GRAVE FEARS THAT BRAVE FIRE 


FIGHTERS HAVE 
PER­ 


ISHED. 


Impossible to Virlfj the Wild Ru­ 


mors As to the Loss 


of Life. 


Spokane. Wash., Aug. 23.—Interest 
in the Idaho forest fires is centered 
upon the fate of Forest Ranger H. F. 
Kottkey and 200 men who have not 
been heard from since 'Friday night, 
when they were fighting the flames 
in the country between Wallace and 
the St. Joe river. Kottkey, a graduate 
of the Yale forrestry school, is one 
of the most valued men in the forest 
service and Supervisor W. S. Weigle 
feels sure that he would have sent 
word to his chief if communication 
were possible. The missing men were 
in a section where the flames have 
since burned most fiercely, Search­ 
ing parties have started in several 
directions. 
Latest reports from Montana con­ 
cerning the 606 missing men are more 
hopeful. 
Revised count of the known dead in 
and near Wallace gives thirty-eight 
bodies, only seventeen of which have 
been identified. 
‘W ardner and Burke, Coeur d’Alene 
mining towns which were menanced 
by forest fires today, causing sus­ 
pension of business while the men 
went out to fight the flames are out 
of danger tonight Neither town has 
suffered injury. 
Governor Norris has ordered out 
state troops to fight forest fires. 
Rainfall Gives New Hope. 
Light rain began to fall this after­ 
noon In Wallace and other Coeur 
d’Alene mining towns that have been 
scorched or threatened by fires, and 
the weary fire fighters took new hope. 
Nothing but a long and heavy down 
pourwill quench the flames that are 
eating up the big trees of northern 
Idaho, 
northwestern 
Montana 
and 
northeastern 
Washington, 
however, 
The Idaho militia and United States 
troops are on the way to battle with 
the dreaded invader. The soldiers can 
accomplish little more than to pro­ 
tect the threatened towns. The forest 
supervisors in Idaho and Montana are 
unable to get into communication 
aith the 900 of their rangers, but it 
may be that many of them are un­ 
harmed. The most sensational rumors 
of loss of life continue, but it is im­ 
possible to verify them.

tific basis 
The new revision is to be based up­ 
on the findings of the tariff commis­ 
sion as to the cost of production at 
home and abroad. Only a fair profit 
is to he allowed the American pro­ 
ducer.

profits, the president declares, are 
to be tolerated no longer. 
The president has 
stated 
these 
things and has outlined his position 
In detail in the letter he has sent to 
Representative McKinley of Illinois 
for publication in the next congress­ 
ional campaign text-book. 
Political observers regard this move 
as about the shrewdest that has been 
made during the present adm inistra­ 
tion. It offers an excellent opportu­ 
nity for the insurgents and the reg­ 
ulars to get together in the campaign.

Tabor Men at Chickasha Depose Head 
of Bricklayers* Union.

seated. The majority of the grievance 
committee, to which this case was re­ 
ferred, was ordered after considerable

by the

were adopted, im portant ones being 
to support the campaign for woman 
suffrage, to oppose any amendment 
to article 9, section 9 of the state con­ 
stitution, favoring sae ownership of 
mines closed on account of labor dif­ 
ferences or state supporting miners 
in the McAlester field during the 
strike, favoring closer relations be­ 
tween farm ers and affiliated unions, 
ownership of electric, freight and pas­ 
senger lines, commending 'Miss Rate 
Canard for the w ort of her depart­ 
ment, recommending a labor Sunday 
once each year, and to be devoted on 
this day to labor, and asking Gover­ 
nor Haskell and the state board of 
arbitration to strive for an immediate 
settlem ent of the pending coal srike. 
J. Luther Langston was given an 
ovation after the report of a commit­ 
tee announcing his re-election as sec­ 
retary and treasurer.

Be It ordained by the Mayor and 
councilmen of the city of Ada. Okla. 
Sec. I. That the city Treasurer of 
the city of Ada, Oklahoma be, and he 
is hereby authorized and directed, 
upon motion duly passed, and enter­ 
ed upon the records of the city to in­ 
vest the sinking fund of said city in 
the w arrants drawn on any of the reg 
ular funds of the city where such war 
rants have been legally issued, and 
where said w arrants mature prior to 
the m aturity of the bonds for which 
said sinking funds were created, 
'Provided, that such w arrants can 
be bought and purchased at or be­ 
low their par value. 
Sec. 2. That wh*-n any money shall 
be taken from any of the sinking 
funds of .said city, as herein provid­ 
ed for, and as provided for in chap­ 
ter 93, of the session laws of Okla­ 
homa, 1919 and invested in the war- 
i ants of the city, it shall be the duty 
of said treasurer to keep an accu­ 
rate record of snob investment and 
to apply all profits derived from such 
investments to the proper sinking 
fund from which said money was tak­ 
en, and upon payment of said w ar­ 
rants 
shall 
promptly transfer 
the 
money derived therefrom to the cred­ 
it of the sinking fund, from which 
said investment was originally made. 
•Sec. i. That the city treasurer shall 
receive for his services for perform ­ 
ing the ‘duties r e f ir e d under the 
provisions of this ordinance and in 
addition to the fees- already allowed 
said City Treasurer two per cent on 
each dollar so purchased under the 
provisions of this ordinance.

The* names of many 
of the dead will never be known. The 
ratigers employed all the able bodied 
me<n whom they could press into the 
service. "When the groups ol flre 
fighters were overwhelmed, the camps 
were also destroyed, the clothes were 
burned off the bodies of the men and 
the bodies of the dead were often 
so charred that searchers stepped on 
them, .thinking they were pieces of 
burned logs. The flre obliterated the 
trails and the burned country is dif- 
ficult to go through because of fall- 
en trees. 


With these towns out of danger, 


and the settlers fled to places of saf- 
ety, the rangers were able to devote 
themselves entirely today to the sav- 
ing of trees. Various' flres are isolat- 
ed and will die out for lack of food, 
in Montana ra>in and snow fell, check 
ing the flames In Spokane today the 
sun shone clear and ev6n in Wallace 
the smoke cloud was lilted.
